Bor opinion as to the reason for 
this subterfuge Is that Krupp has chosen this manner of deter minin g the re- 
actions of the VWII allies and the West German Government to the enlargement 
of hla Industrial holdings. Tha Allied -Vast German Treaty required that 
the Krupo coal and steel empire be broken up by the end of 1950 turt the West 
r-~, — n Government did not force Krupp to comply fully vlth this provision of 
the treaty. 
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
